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VBPS approves 
student trip to 
France in June

About ten Belleville High School 
students in grades 9-12 were scheduled to 
travel to France June 21-29 to hone their 
language skills, but the situation in Europe 
is changing some of the itinerary and 
delaying the beginning of the trip for a day. 

At Monday’s meeting of the Van Buren 
Public Schools Board of Education, the 
trip was approved unanimously as part 
of the consent agenda, and there was no 
discussion. 

The cost to each student is $4,580, paid by 
students’ families and a fund raiser. They 
will take a plane to France and then travel 
by chartered bus within France, according 
to the application completed by teacher 
Katelyn Mulvey, who will chaperone the 
tip along with parent Melissa Steward. 

Mulvey included an update from the 
company being used to add to her trip 
request in Monday's board packet 

“WorldStrides called me this morning 
(Feb. 25) saying that our specific itinerary 
we chose (la vie francaise) is not running 
this year. I think they are planning to 
combine our group walking tours with 
another school. I have included the new 
itinerary in the packet...I'm sorry for the 
last-minute change! Students would get a 
refund of $70 and dates are pretty much the 
same (1 day later, June 22, 2022), 

“Also, I asked about the conflict in 
Ukraine with Russia. WorldStrides has 
a policy on that now and I attached that 
document — Risk Management Advisory 
Memo.” 

The page and a half advisory, outlines 
the military action in Ukraine as Russia 
invades, but at the end said while they are 
not supporting travel to Ukraine or Russia. 
they believe travel to other destinations

Council approves golf carts on city streets

In about 30 days, people will be able to 
drive approved golf carts along the city- 
owned streets in the City of Belleville, 
except Main Street, which can only be 
crossed 

They also won't be able to drive along 
county roads and that will be a problem for 
getting downtown. They can cross county 
roads, but not drive along them. 

Residents of Victoria Commons are 
uring out ways to get to the downtown 
without going along Savage Road, a county 
road. One suggested going through Village 
Park and then through the Davenport 
industrial area, but you still end up on a 
county road — Sumpter Road 

‘The golf cart ordinance was unanimously 
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approved by the city council after a public 
hearing at its Feb. 22 meeting 
Deputy City 
Manager Tim McLean 
reminded them that 
a year ago Jeremiah 


Beebe of Church Fox 
Street approached A 
the administration 

about golf carts and 

the administration 

worked with him on 

an ordinance. Beebe Beebe 


presented a large packet of research on the 
idea, including state laws, ordinances from 
other communities that allow golf carts, 
and other background information, 

Deputy McLean said the city’s new 
ordinance includes registering golf carts 
with the city. The ordinance went through 
legal review with no major changes. 
McLean said. 

He said members of the police 
department will inspect a golf cart and put 
a red reflective sticker on the rear of the 
cart. Each cart will need stop lamps (brake 


lights), mirrors, brakes and parking brake. 
safety belts, horn, windshield, and a red 
reflector sticker affixed to the rear of the 
cart 

McLean said they have developed a map 
of what streets can be used by golf carts 
He said privately owned streets can make 
their rules, but golf carts can’t be operated 
on country roads or trunklines, only city 
streets 

He said this would be a one-year pilot 
ordinance and for $50 a cart would be 
registered for three years, if the ordinance 
is allowed beyond the one year. 

“You can go 25 mph, but can’t get out of 
Victoria Commons,” said one man at the 
public hearing 

“Savage Road is acountry road,” said City 
Manager/Police Chief Dave Robinson. 
“We can only control the streets we own. 
You can’t go on Sumpter or Savage, but 
you can cross them.” 

“Our hands are tied,” said a Victoria 
Commons woman in the hearing.

Former track coach bound over for trial in alleged rapes of student

Jamaul Bohannon, 48, formerly of Van 
Buren Township and now of Southfield. 
was bound over to 
circuit court for trial 
after a live preliminary 
exam on Feb. 23 before 
34 District Court Chief 
Judge Brian Oakley. 

Bohannon, a former 


track/cross country 
coach at Robichaud 
Bohannon High School in 


Dearborn Heights, is charged with criminal 
sexual conduct — first degree (relationship) 
and criminal sexual conduct- third degree 
(student) on April 1, 2012 in Van Buren 
Township. 

He is due at Wayne County Circuit Court 
at the Frank Murphy Hall of Justice in 
Detroit on March 9 for an arraignment on 


the information. He currently is free on 
$10,000 personal bond and is to have no 
contact with the alleged victim. 

Wayne County Assistant Prosecutor Sarah 
Greene called just one witness at the exam: 
the alleged victim, now 25 years old, who 
was a 15-year-old high school student at the 
time the sexual encounters began. 

The witness testified he was in his 
sophomore year at Robichaud High 
School when, in March 2012, he heard 


an announcement over the public address 
system that there was a meeting for those 
interested in the track team with the head 
track coach and administrator (principal) 
of the Ombudsman alternative education 
program in the Westwood Community 
Schools. 

‘The witness said he joined the track team 
One day he 
needed a ride home and Bohannon drove 
him home and then he regularly gave him 
rides home and began touching his right 
thigh and rubbing his groin. At one point, 
he testified, the coach texted him and asked 
if he 
and watch TV and have sex at his Southport 
apartment. 

The witness said he lied to his parents 
that he was going to a track practice on a 
Saturday and walked six blocks toward 
the high school and then was picked up by 
the coach. Then they went to Bohannon’s 
apartment in Belleville (Van Buren 
Township), he testified. 

‘The witness gave detailed accounts of that 
encounter and the many more that continued 
throughout his high school years. He said he

went to the Southport apartment three times 
a week. 

He testified Bohannon moved to Dearborn 
and the 
witness said he was considered to be the 


encounters continued and the 


coach’s “boyfriend.” 


He said after the boyfriend relationship 
ended, he tried to break it off but it continued 
because the coach threatened to hurt or harm 
himself. He said he left for college at the 
University of Michigan Dearborn, where he 
stayed on campus. 

‘The witness said he turned down a 
scholarship to Michigan State University to 
stay close to the defendant because he was 
afraid he would hurt himself. 

He testified Bohannon began to take him 
to the Oakland County Health Center for 
STP (sexually transmitted disease) checks 
and vaccinations if he was behind. He said 
the coach pretended to be his father. He 
said you could get a STP check without a 
parent but needed a parent's signature for 
vaccinations. The health clinic records were 
presented as part of the evidence, along with 
the employment records of the defendant 


and photos of Southport and other evidence 
provided by the victim. 

He said Bohannon would pop up at his 
dorm room door which interfered with his 
college life. He testified he had to block 
the coach’s phone number, but the coach's 
friends would call him. 

He said one night in the middle of COVID 
he was at Bohannon’s home and Bohannon 
kicked him out. “He put his hands on me,” 
the witness said, noting the coach could 


become violent, he had a temper, and he 
was afraid. 


He said Bohannon told him he was startin 
a track program with a former track star and 
the witness said he was afraid he would start 
doing to him what he did to the witness. 

He testified that when he was 15 and 16, 
the coach began giving him alcohol at his 
place and he would go to social clubs as 
well with the coach’s family. 

Under cross examination from defense 


attorney Nicole James, the witness said he 
became aware that Bohannon was serious 
with someone from Africa and was looking 
to marry him to bring him to America. They 
were engaged 

He testified that after the coach threw him 
out of his home last summer, where he had 
just paid rent for the month, he went to a 
hotel, hired a moving company to take his 
things from his home, and then went to Van 
Buren police. 

After the lengthy testimony was over. 
defense attorney James said he was not 
a credible witness and that he gave a 
roundabout answer for why he went to 
police. He only charged Bohannon after he 
found out he was engaged to someone else. 
James said. 

Judge Oakley said the only way he would 
not bind this over to the higher court would 
be if he found the witness to be uncredible. 
But he is an extremely articulate and 
believable witness,” Judge Oakley said and 
then ordered the bind over.

To the editor: 

Last month my niece told me told me 
that she and her husband were looking 
for a home to purchase. I offered to help 
her look. As the number of homes for sale 
is very limited, she was looking in many 


cities 

What I noticed was that the cleanliness 
of an area was directly related to the 
desirability of the area. 

‘That got me thinking about the visual 
desirability of VBT. 

A drive from Haggerty and I-94 Service 
Drive to downtown Belleville shows a 
decidedly slovenly look. All four comers 
have trash; there is a large pile of trash 
where the lake meets Haggerty; across 
the road is the abandoned motel with its 
attendant disarray; then there is a broken 
“Road Work Ahead” sign that has been 
there for months; trash every 5 feet in 
the area all along 1-94; 
sale sign; small signs (on the public right 
of way) advertising mattresses; then on 
Belleville Road there are minor amounts of 
trash; the area that VBT got from the DNR 
resplendent with plastic containers and 
sacks; and then we get to the intersection 
of Main and Liberty — festooned with piles 
of rubble 
On the opposite side of 1-94 the look 
not much better. Take a slow drive and 
see the clutter. Then drive through some 
of our neighbors to the north and see the 
difference. 

The township has an ordinance that 
requires land owners keep trash off their 
land. It has the authority to require the 
removal of unlicensed vehicles. Too bad it 


does not take the time to keep our home 
town free of trash. 

Along the lake front there are also sights 
that seriously depress the area, ‘There is a 
collapsed boat lift that has been an eyesore 
for over a decade. I have sent emails and 
letters to various people at the Township. 
Over a year ago the Supervisor told me that 
he would be taking care of it immediately 
Nothing has been done. 

Many residential areas are well maintained 
and the residents make an effort to keep the 
adjacent public areas free of litter.

A temporary concrete batch plant with 
three, large temporary structures will be 
put in place on 10 acres of landfill property 
east of the Ecorse/I-275 northbound on 
ramp. 

At the Feb, 23 meeting of the Van Buren 
Planning Commission, Dan 
Power, director of planning and economic 
development, explained that Jason Beem 
of Ajax Paving Industries, Inc., is the 
applicant on behalf of property owner 
Waste Man: 
Michigan Department of Transportation, 

There will be three temporary structures 

and six material piles to provide pavin 
materials for the 1-275 reconstructio 
project. The site at 39670 Ecorse Rd. is 
north of Ecorse Road and east of 1-275. 
s activity is proposed from March 
1, 2022 through Dec. 31, 2023, when 
everything will be removed and Waste 
Management will get on with its landfill 
development 

Power said a 30° wide, two-way access

road will be built on the east side of 1-275 
with entrance onto the ramp and also 
Ecorse Road. The road is completely in 
the MDOT territory. He said he has asked 
them to confer with the county because of 
increased traffic on a county road. 

He said it is being built on the west area 
of Woodland Meadows, west of the old 
golf course. He said the batch plant will 
generate noise and vibration, but the site 
eventually will become part of the landfill 
expansion,

The temporary buildings on the site will 
include a 20° tall crusher plant, a 32° tall 
cement treated base batch plant and a 68° 
tall Portland Cement concrete batch plant. 

There is a water well line under 1-375 to 
the site. It is intended to operate from 7 
am. to 7 p.m. and not on Sundays or legal 
holidays. Special approval is needed by the 
township to operate other times for special

The noise must be kept to 67 decibels 
or less and dust prevention measures 
followed. 

About 120 trucks per day will bring 
broken concrete to the site and 200 trips 
a day from the cement mixer. About 100 
trucks a day will carry sandstone and 
cement. 

He said there will be an average 520 
truck trips per day. Power said there are an 
average of 16,000 trips on Ecorse daily and

the state and this is an ideal site, away from 
the community.
